For on- 
other, ho woe a firm opponent of the 
Communists. At a mortar of fact, when 
the political activities of Bert Brecht, 
hss lyricist, be came both e vi de n t and 
oppressive. Weill broke with him. 
Weill never worked with him while both 
were in the United States. In fact, ho 
tried to ovoid Brecht altogether.
